All fees are payable at the Office of the Cashier, 725 Twenty- 
first Street NW. No student is permitted to complete registration 
or to attend classes until all fees are paid. Fees for each session 
are due in advance at the time of registration.

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HISTORY AND ORGANIZATION 


HISTORY 


The idea of a university located in the Capital of the Nation was 
SPonsored by George Washington, who during his public life urged the 
establishment of such an institution and who in his will left fifty shares 
of stock in the Potomac (Canal) Company for the endowment of a 
university to be established in the District of Columbia “to which the 
Youth of fortune and talents from all parts thereof might be sent for the 
Completion of their Education in all the branches of polite literature ;— 
In arts and Sciences,—in acquiring knowledge in the principles of Politics 

good Government". 

It was George Washington's hope that the “General Government" 
Would extend toward such an institution “a fostering hand". No steps 
Were taken by Congress to carry out the provision of Washington's will, 
and the stock that he had bequeathed for the establishment of a univer- 
Sity in the District of Columbia became valueless owing to the failure 
of the Potomac Canal properties.

Acting upon this second petition, on February 9, 1821, Congress char- 
tered Columbian College in the District of Columbia, inserting in the 
charter by special action the provision “That persons of every religious 
denomination shall be capable of being elected Trustees; nor shall any 
person, either as President, Professor, Tutor or pupil, be refused ad- 
mittance into said College or denied any of the privileges, immunities Or 


advantages thereof, for or on account of his sentiments in matters of 


religion”. 
Thus Columbian College in the District of Columbia was chartered 


by Congress as one of the early nonsectarian institutions of higher learn- 
ing in the United States, under the distinguished favor of President 
James Monroe and members of his Cabinet. 

A tract of approximately forty-seven acres, extending about one-half 
mile northwest of Boundary Street (Florida Avenue) between 14th and 
15th Streets, was purchased and by 1822 the main building was com- 


pleted sufficiently to use. 
Two years later, when the

The School of Medicine, established in 1821, was formally opened Їй

reestablished in 1865. It is the oldest law school in Washington. 

By an act of Congress of March 3, 1873, the name of the college w4 
changed to “Columbian University”, in recognition of the enlarged scope 
of the institution. The following year the University was moved from 
its first location on “College Hill", now Columbia Heights, to the new 
University Hall built for it at Fifteenth and H Streets. Near-by build- 
ings accommodated the School of Medicine.

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During the summer term a student who fails to meet payments when 
due, on July 9 and August 13, but who pays his fees between July 10 
and July 13 and between August 14 and August 17, is charged a service 
fee of $1. A student who fails to make these payments by July 13 and 
August 17 will be suspended and may not attend classes until he has been 
officially reinstated and has paid all accrued fees and a reinstatement fee 
of $5. 

During the fall and winter terms a student who fails to meet payments 
when due, but who pays his fees on or before the tenth day of the month 
in which payment is due, is charged a service fee of $1. A student who 
fails to meet payments by the tenth day of the month in which payment

W is followed by 
a letter grade indicating the quality of work the student was doing at 
the time of withdrawal. A course failed must be repeated with a passing 
grade in order to be credited. No student may repeat for credit a course 
in which he has received a grade above E, without the permission of 
the faculty of the college, school, or division in which he is registered. 
A condition may be removed within one year on terms specified by the 
instructor, but in no case will a final grade above D be given unless the 
course is repeated in class. A grade of "incomplete" cannot be altered 
after the lapse of one calendar year except by action of the Faculty:

Proseminar in the Major 


For the convenience of the student a proseminar is offered in each 
field of study, under the supervision of the division in which the major 
is taken. ‘This course, planned and administered by the professor or 
adviser of the major subject, will advise, guide, and instruct the student 
in his reading, study, and laboratory exercises in order to assist him in 
gaining a coordinated knowledge of his field. It is a presentation of the 
content and methods of the major field as a whole through the organi- 
zation and coordination of the knowledge obtained in the various formal 
courses in the major subject and of material not usually included in such 
courses. This course is not required. Six credit hours, but no qualita- 
tive grade, may be assigned. When registered in this course, the student 
will have the privilege of visiting any other course offered in the college. 
Proseminars are open only to the student who has been accepted as à 
candidate under that specific major. 


'The Major Examination 

The major examination will normally be taken by the student at the 
close of the senior year; in the case of the student on a limited schedule, 
the major examination may be taken not earlier than one calendar year 
before graduation. A student who fails to pass a major examination may; 
at the discretion of the Columbian College Committee on Studies, be re- 
examined at a later regular major-examination period. The educationa 
committees of the respective divisions will have general supervision of 
the preparation, reading, and grading of major examinations. Major

Application for admission to 
candidacy is made on a form obtained at the Office of the Registrar, and 
must be approved by the appropriate representative of the department OF 
division and by the Dean. If a prospective candidate, in his previous 
academic work, has not substantially satisfied the prerequisites for the 
Master’s degree, including the undergraduate major as defined by the 
appropriate department or division, he will not be admitted to candidacy 
until such deficiency has been made up.

Every candidate for graduation with the degree of Doctor of Medi- 
cine must be at least twenty-one years of age, of reputable character 
and free of all indebtedness to the University. He must have satislle 
the admission requirements, completed satisfactorily not less than four 
academic years of study as a matriculated student in Medicine, complete 
all required courses, and passed satisfactorily all prescribed examina 
tions. 
COMBINED ARTS AND MEDICINE CURRICULUM 


In order to be recommended for the degree of Bachelor of Arts, the 
candidate must complete at least ninety credit hours of prescribed college

To be eligible for examination before most state boards of pharmacy 
the applicant is required to present satisfactory evidence of college grae 
uation and in addition must have had from one to four years of practic 
experience in a pharmacy where prescriptions are compounded. The 
student is not encouraged to undertake professional work while attempt 
ing a full course of study. A student who maintains a quality-point index 
of 2.00 or higher, may be granted permission by the Dean to acquire 
limited amount of this professional experience by working in a pharma 
while carrying a full schedule. A student who falls below a quality-point 
index of 2.00 will be required to reduce his academic load, or to limit his 
professional-experience time to less than twenty-four hours а week.

In accordance with the foregoing general pattern of work for the 
degree, programs of study are available for elementary school teachers 
with normal school training and for prospective secondary school teachers 
in the following teaching fields: English; social studies; history and 
geography; history, civics, and economics; general science and biology; 
general science and chemistry ; general science and physics; general science 
and mathematics; French; Spanish; German; Latin; secretarial studies; 
accounting, banking, and business management; and art. Additional 
information concerning these programs may be obtained by writing to 
the Dean. 

Normal School Students.—Students from approved normal schools are 
granted such advanced standing as their credentials warrant. Their 
unfinished requirements are determined by the Dean. 

Subject-matter Field.—Courses elected within the subject-matter field 
will depend upon the teaching certificate desired. Usually twenty-four 
to thirty-six credit hours are required. The subject-matter program 
should be planned in consultation with, and must be approved by, the 
Faculty adviser in the field selected. Relevant work completed in normal 
school or junior college may be counted toward the subject-matter re- 
quirements with the approval of the Faculty adviser and the Dean. 


Bachelor of Science in Home Economics

THE DEGREE OF MASTER OF ARTS IN EDUCATION 


Upon the satisfactory completion of the graduate requirements of 
the School of Education, the degree of Master of Arts in Education 
is conferred. This is a professional: degree, designed to prepare the 
student for some particular type of educational service. The program 
of studies leading to the degree will be selected by the candidate and his 
consultative committee from the various related departments of the 
University to give the student an adequate background in his chosen 
vocational field. For the prospective high school or junior high school 
teacher this will ordinarily include study in the subject which he is 
planning to teach as well as in the field of education. 

In accordance with the foregoing general pattern of work, graduate 
programs of study are available in early childhood education, elementary 
education in the intermediate grades, elementary school administration, 
guidance, agricultural education, adult education, and the various teach- 
ing fields in secondary education. Programs of work for teachers-in- 
service are differentiated from those for students without teaching expe 
rience. Additional information concerning these programs may be ob- 


tained by writing to the Dean. 


ADMISSION TO CANDIDACY

THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF EDUCATION 


The requirements for the degree of Doctor of Education cannot be 
stated in credit hours, but they consist in general of at least two full 
years of work beyond the degree of Master of Arts in Education or 
the equivalent. The programs of study are designed to prepare students 
for administrative or supervisory positions, the teaching of education in 
normal schools or colleges, the teaching of an academic subject in schools, 
or colleges, or for specialized types of educational service. The work is 
given a practical rather than a theoretical bent, and emphasizes the mas- 
tery and application of subject matter, both in the study requirements 
and in the thesis. Special emphasis is placed upon the professional suc 
cess of the candidate. 

The candidate’s program of study largely depends upon his previous 
educational background and his professional objective. Opportunities

QUALIFICATIONS OF THE APPLICANT 


The candidate for the degree of Doctor of Education must have com 
pleted (1) graduate work in fields prerequisite to his objective, equivalent 
to that required for the degree of Master of Arts in Education in The 
George Washington University, and (2) at least three years of SUC 
cessful educational experience. 


ADMISSION TO CANDIDACY 


To be admitted to candidacy for the degree the applicant must be 
accepted by the Faculty of the School of Education on the basis of 4" 
examination conducted by a committee appointed by the Dean. This 
examination will usually include the following: (1) a written examination 
involving problems related to the applicant’s background; (2) a scholas- 
tic-aptitude test; (3) an oral examination. 
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CoNsuLTATIVE COMMITTEE 


If the applicant is accepted as a candidate, his consultative committee 
will counsel the candidate and guide his work. 

The consultative committee, in cooperation with the candidate, will 
(1) determine the candidate’s fields of study, in each of which the candi- 
date must pass a written examination at least eight months before he 
Presents himself for the degree; (2) formulate a list of course require- 
ments and of readings that will assist him in preparing for these exam- 
Inations; and (3) designate the tools of investigation that will be needed 
by the candidate in the prosecution of his study. These tools may include 
one or more foreign languages, statistical methods, historical criticism, or 
any others considered essential by the committee. An examination in the 


tools designated must be passed by the candidate before he takes his com- 
Prehensive examination. 


THE THESIS 
When the candidate has satisfied the requirements of his consultative 
Committee, the committee is dissolved. A member of the faculty, in whose 
field the topic of the thesis falls, is then appointed to serve as the candi- 
ate’s adviser on his thesis and in his field of specialization, and to rec- 
ommend him to the Dean for the final oral examination when 
Judgment, the candidate’s thesis is acceptable.

Credit under this plan is limited to the specific course-credits 
as designated in the list of courses of instruction in this CATALOGUE. 


THE DEGREE OF BACHELOR OF ARTS IN GOVERNMENT 


Upon the satisfactory completion of the undergraduate requirements 
of the School of Government, the degree of Bachelor of Arts in Gov- 
ernment, with a designation of the major field of study, is conferred. 
The major fields are Accounting, Business Administration, Foreign 
Affairs, and Statistics. 

Students who have a special need for integrating courses from several 
departments or from more than one major field may request approv 
of a special major program by a faculty committee. The same rules 
and regulations will apply as in the regularly offered majors. 

A student who has completed the required Junior College work and 
thirty hours in the School of Government, with a quality-point index of 
2.00 or higher, in any of the undergraduate curricula, may be admitte 
to the Law School, and upon completing the work of the first year ЇЙ 
law with an average of C or higher, may upon recommendation of the 
Dean of the Law School, be granted the degree of Bachelor of Arts ЇЇ 
Government. Students who intend to follow this plan must signify theif 
intention in advance with the Dean of the School of Government and 4 
courses must be approved. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR THE DEGREE 


SCHOLARSHIP

AMOUNT OF WORK 


A full-time student not on probation may take ordinarily not more 
than seventeen credit hours. A student employed more than twenty-four 
hours a week, who is not on probation, may take not more than tef 
credit hours. 

A full-time undergraduate student whose quality-point index is 3-5? 
or higher may take not more than nineteen credit hours. An undef 
graduate student employed more than twenty-four hours a week, whose 
quality-point index is 3.50 or higher, may take up to twelve credit hours 

Further, in each individual case, the schedule will be reduced whe# 
it is deemed advisable. 

Exceptions to these rules will require the approval of the Dean. 


‘TRANSFER TO REGULAR STATUS

THE SUMMER SESSIONS 
1945 


The George Washington University is continuing, during the National 
Emergency, the accelerated program started in 1942. The summer 
term, which is made up of two seven and one-half week sessions, is the 
equivalent of the fall or winter term of the academic year and is sim- 
ilarly administered. Students may enter the Summer Sessions at the 
beginning of either session. 

During the summer of 1945, courses are offered in the Junior College, 
Columbian College (the senior college), the School of Medicine, the 
Law School, the School of Education, and the School of Government. 

Students in the School of Engineering and the School of Pharmacy 
have the opportunity of taking, during the summer, many of their 
required and elective courses offered in the Junior College and Colum- 
bian College curricula.

EXPLANATION OF COURSE NUMBERS 


4n odd number preceding the name of the course indicates that the 
Course jg offered in the fall term; an even number, that it is offered in 
the winter term; and a double number (157-58), that it begins in 
the fall term and continues in the winter term. The letter “x” follow- 
Ing an odd course number (e.g., 21x) indicates that the course, normally 
fered in the fall term, is given in the winter term.

Slowing an even course number (e.g., 22x) indicates that the course, 
normally offered in the winter term, is given in the fall term. 
In the departments of the School of Medicine, first-year courses are 
mbered from 101 to 200; second-year courses, from 201 to 300; third- 
Year Courses, from 301 to 400; and fourth-year courses, from 401 to 500.

Second-group courses.—Courses numbered from 101 to 200, are planned 
for students in the junior and senior years. They may be credited 
toward higher degrees only when registration for graduate credit has been 
approved at the beginning of the course by the dean responsible for the 
graduate work and by the officer of instruction, and when the completion 
of additional work has been certified by the officer of instruction. 

T hird-group courses ——Courses numbered from 201 to 300, are planned 
primarily for graduate students. They are open, with the approval of 
the officer of instruction, to qualified seniors; they are not open to Junior 
College students or other undergraduates. 


INDICATION OF THE AMOUNT OF CREDIT 


The number of credit hours given for the satisfactory completion of a 
course is, in most cases, indicated in parentheses after.the name of the 
course. Thus, a year course giving three hours of credit each term is 
marked (3-3), and a term course giving three hours of credit is marked 
(3). A credit hour usually consists of the completion of one fifty-minute 
period of class work or of one laboratory period a week for one term. 

A dagger (+) preceding the number of a year course indicates that the 
course may not be entered in the second term and that credit will not 
be given until the work of both terms has been completed.

THe GRADUATE COUNCIL 


HE GRADUATE COUNCIL is a company 

of scholars brought together threugh a com- 
mon interest in advanced study and research; it is 
composed of members of the University faculty, 
associated specialists, and doctoral students. The 
faculty members are chosen because of their 
designated fields of research and their desire to 
train scholars in the methods and materials of 
their subjects. Research specialists, from gov- 
€rnmental departments and laboratories, from 
other institutions of Washington and elsewhere, 
are invited into membership in order to supple- 
ment the Council's program. Doctoral students 
Who have met all preliminary requirements and 
have passed the Council Fellowship Examination 
hold the status of Fellows of the Council. 

The Council holds open meetings during the 
academic year at which individual research prob- 
lems are presented and discussed. The Fellows 
report on their particular investigations and re- 
ceive the suggestions and criticism of other mem- 
bers. Fach Fellow works individually under the 
Personal supervision of a professor or associated 
SPecialist on a program of study and research 
Which has been set up for him. Such a program

a group of fields which cut across the administra- 
tive lines marking departmental areas of study. 
In order to avoid mechanical production of large 
numbers of graduates, each student has his own 
committees, examinations, and research direc- 
tion. Personal guidance and consideration of 
individual problems are regarded as more im- 
portant than group regulation or instruction. 


No credits or grades from courses are required. 


Faculty members of the Graduate Council 
meet in executive sessions in order to care for

ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS AND PROCEDURE 


STUDENT desiring admission to graduate 

work under the Council is required to pos- 
sess adequate preparation for advanced study, 
including satisfactory Bachelor's and Master's 
degrees, or the equivalent, together with accept- 
able personal qualities and a capacity for creative 
scholarship. The previous graduate study should 
have been within the same general field of learn- 
ing in which the student proposes to undertake 


his doctoral program. 


The applicant must have capabilities and in- 
terests beyond the ability to assimilate orgam-

ized materials in formal courses of instruction. 
Originality of mind combined with balanced judg- 
ment and accuracy in observation or experi- 
ment are necessary to the successful research 
scholar. The Council desires assurance that its 


graduates will utilize their training in subsequent 
careers of productive inquiry. 


Without exception, a reading knowledge of both 
French and German as implements of scholar- 
ship is required of all students admitted to study 
under the Council, and in certain fields other 


foreign languages or additional subjects neces- 
sary to research may also be required. One of

In case a stu- 
dent desires, for personal or professional reasons, 
to have certification for work done in some course 
of instruction, he may apply to the Chairman of 
the Council who arranges for this record with 
the professor in charge of the course and the 
Registrar of the University. This certification 
bears no relation to his status under the Council. 

The Council Fellowship Examination is a series 
of written tests usually extending over a period 
of one week, set at a time mutually agreed upon 
| 


l'he maior portion of a day is given to each part 


y the Consultative Committee and the student. 


of the examination covering one of the required 
fields previously specified by the committee. This 
examination is regarded as one unit subdivided 
only for convenience in administration into the 
topics of separate fields of learning. It is pre- 
Pared and read by a special committee usually 
Consisting of the student's Consultative Com- 
mittee and other members of the University fac- 
ulty, Each member of the examining committee 
1$ responsible for the examination as a whole. 
l'he committee reports to the Council concerning 
the student's fitness to specialize in the study 
and investigation of his chosen field of scholar- 
Ship, and does not designate whether certain sup-

porting fields or subdivisions of the examination 
are satisfactory or deficient. If the committee re- 
ports that the results of the examination are un- 
satisfactory, the student is generally urged to 
discontinue his doctoral study under the Council ; 
only by special recommendation of the committee 
is the student eligible to take another examina- 
tion. If the committee reports that the results 
of the examination are satisfactory, the student 
is admitted as a Fellow of the Graduate Council 
to pursue his specialized study and research under 
the supervision and guidance of a member of the 
Council who is in charge of the particular field. 


RESEARCH, THE DISSERTATION, AND THE 
FINAL EXAMINATION 


HE STUDENT has the privilege of applying 

for research training and specialized study 
under the direction of any member of the Coun- 
cil, who may accept or reject such application. 
After this research supervision has been arrange 
by the Chairman and approved by the Council 
the student is formally inducted as a Fellow, and 
is registered for resident graduate research. From 
that time throughout the remainder of his doc- 
toral program the Fellow is responsible only (0 
the member of the Council directing his research.

This relationship is comparable to that o

historic guild system, in which an apprentice 
received his training under the personal su- 
pervision of a master. Such a Master in Re- 
search undertakes to direct the Fellow in the 
investigation of a problem in his chosen field and 
in the presentation of the results in a written 
dissertation. Upon the approval of the disserta- 
tion by this member of the Council, the Fellow is 


presented for his final examination. 


The fields of research in which doctoral pro- 
jects may be undertaken are limited to those in 
Which the University has adequate resources, and 
a list of such authorized fields is published an- 
nually. The Council offers a program of re- 
search only in those fields in which its members 
have competence and interests as specialists. 
When necessary, the University makes provision 
for sending the Fellow to some other institution, 
library, or laboratory for special study in con- 
nection with his doctoral investigation. 

Che dissertation is required of all candidates 
for the doctoral degree as evidence of ability to 
Perform scholarly research and to interpret its 
results. Three typewritten copies are submitted 
to the Chairman of the Council, with the written 
approval of the member who has supervised the 
Project, before the Fellow is eligible for his final 
examination. An abstract (about 300 words) 


[ > 
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and a summary (about 3000 words) are also sub- 
mitted. The abstract appears in the printed an- 
nouncement of the final examination. If the 
Fellow passes, the summary is published in a 
periodical volume by the University for distribu- 
tion to other institutions and libraries..;Ehe three 
copies of the dissertation are bound and placed 
in the University library for reference and cir- 


culation. 


The final examination is oral. The Fellow 
must demonstrate a mastery of his special field 
of interest and of the materials and techniques 
used in the research project. The committee of 
examiners, appointed by the Chairman of the 
Council, includes not only members of the Coun- 
cil competent in the research field or in closely 
related subjects, but also at least two quali- 
fied experts from other research institutions 
brought to the University especially to participate 
in the examinations. The Master in charge 
of the Fellow's study and investigation may not 
vote on the candidate's examination, but serves 
as an advocate in the discussion of his scholar- 
ship and research ability. The examination is 


announced in advance and is public. 


If the Fellow satisfies the examining committee 
concerning the high quality and originality of his 


contribution to knowledge as well as his mastery

RESIDENCE AND PART-TIME STUDY 


“THE COUNCIL has no formal requirement 

of minimum time to be spent in residence. 
After admission the student may apply for his 
Council Fellowship Examination whenever his 
Consultative Committee believes that he is pre- 
Pared to take it, and his research project and 
specialized study may be undertaken with what- 
ever concentration of time meets the approval 
of his Master in Research. Normally a mini- 
mum of two years of study and research are spent 
in meeting the doctoral disciplines. The Council 
requires, however, that the program set for each 
Studen 
He 


ıt be completed by the end of five years, 
egardless of full-time or part-time work. 


An emp loyed student m: ay be admitted to part- 
time study, particularly when his type of oc- 
Cupation is related to his field of scholarly in- 
terest. To insure the completion of an effective 
Program within the five- -year period a committee 
may, before recommending his admission, require 


that the applicant agree to perform part of his 


work in full-time residence. 


Posr-DocroRAL STUDY 


HE COUNCIL expects its graduates to con- 

tinue their interest in advanced study and 
research, and to contribute to its program. All 
graduates are listed as Associate Fellows and, 
upon request, will receive notices of all general 
meetings. They may continue any studies in the 
University without payment of tuition, and enjoy 
all University library privileges. Such graduates 
are required to pay only the usual University fee 
in order to establish their active membership in 
the University. The use of laboratory space and 
equipment is contingent upon availability, and 
the cost of all laboratory or special library mater- 
ials is paid by the graduate. Special arrangements 
for such privileges must be made with the Chair- 
man of the Council. Post-doctoral work may 
not be applied toward any degree offered by the 


University. 


DETAILED INFORMATION CONCERN- 
ING PROCEDURES AND REGULATIONS 
FOR STUDENTS 


FELLOWSHIPS AND FINANCIAL Ар 


HE UNIVERSITY provides Teaching Fel- 

lowships in certain departments of instruc- 
tion, available only to students who qualify for 
admission to study under the Graduate Council. 
The stipend and tuition granted are for service 
rendered to the department, usually in classroom 
or laboratory. Graduate assistantships are also 
assigned to some departments for similar service, 


Other special fellowships, supported by endow- 
ment, and for which no service is required, may 
be awarded to doctoral students of unusual prom- 
Ise and ability. 


A few scholarships, supported by endowment, 
are open to application from graduate students, 
and certain loan funds are also available. 


An announcement is issued annually by the 
Chairman of the Council relating to fellowships 
and graduate assistantships. For information 
Concerning scholarships and loan funds, the stu- 
dent should refer to the University catalogue. 
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TUITION AND FEES 


TPE TUITION CHARGE for work leading 
to and including the Council Fellowship Ex- 
amination is $300. This charge is for guidance, 
instruction and general supervision, and entitles 
the student to all of the educational facilities of 
the University, including attendance in classes, 
seminars, and special work in the laboratories 
and libraries as recommended by his Consultative 
Committee. This charge, divided into term units, 
may be prorated in the case of a student carrying 
a part-time schedule. When the student has paid 
this amount in full, he is subject to no further 
tuition charges until he begins his research work 


as a Fellow of the Council. 


The tuition charge for research work leading 
to and including the final examination is $300. 


This also may be prorated when the Fellow 1$ 


on a part-time schedule. 


A Fellow of the Graduate Council who suc- 
cessfully passes his final examination is required 
to pay a fee of $50 for the printing of the summary 
and the binding of the three copies of the dis- 


sertation. 


The graduation fee of the candidate for the 
degree of Doctor of Philosophy is $20. The 
the 


graduate receives as his personal property 
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University doctoral hood which is conferred at 
Commencement. 


All students and Fellows of the Graduate 
Council are required to pay the University fee 
of $8 for each term or for any part thereof, even 
when they have been granted leave of absence. 
If this fee is not paid, the student's status in the 
Council is disrupted and he must apply for re- 


admission in order to continue for the degree. 


ADMISSION 


I. There is no fixed date on the University 
calendar for the admission and initial registration 
of doctoral students under the Council. It is 
desirable, but not required, that students begin 
graduate study early in the term. Preliminary 
interviews with the Chairman of the Council 
and with the professor of the major field may 
be arranged at any time. Committees, however, 
can not meet to consider applications during 
| 


the regular registration periods when members 


of the faculty have other academic duties. Stu- 
dents interested in graduate study are advised 
to apply well in advance of the term in which 
they wish to begin their studies, because the 
necessary interviews and committee consulta- 
tions require more time than registration for 
Courses in other divisions of the University. 
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2. Before making formal application for ad- 
mission to doctoral study, the applicant meets in 
personal interview with the Chairman of the 
Council, and also with the professor in charge of 
the major field of interest. 

3. If the Council has the facilities necessary 
for the applicant's desired program and the Chair- 
man and professor approve, the application form 
is completed and filed with the Chairman of the 


Council. 


4. The applicant must request that transcripts 
of previous academic records be sent direct to the 
Chairman of the Council from all institutions of 
higher learning at which he has studied, together 
with the report of the Graduate Record Exami- 
nation if available. Publications or papers re- 
lating to his scholarly interests should also be 


submitted. 


с. After receipt of transcripts and other data 
necessary for admission, the Chairman of the 
Council appoints an admission committee of 
personnel and consultative members who meet 
with the applicant and consider his qualifications 
for doctoral study. 

6. The committee may require qualifying tests 


or further study in courses of instruction before 
making recommendation for admission. 
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7. If the applicant is recommended for ad- 
mission, he registers (paying only the University 
fee) and takes examination in one of the two 
required foreign languages. Previous tests taken 
at this or other institutions may not be applied 
to meet the language requirements. 

8. After the first foreign language examination 
is passed, the Council considers the report of the 
applicant's committee, with the research field and 
the program of supporting fields of study clearly 
specified. When admission is approved by the 
Council, the student pays his first unit of tuition 
and begins his resident study for the Council Fel- 
lowship Examination under the guidance of his 
Consultative Committee. 


STUDY FOR THE COUNCIL FELLOWSHIP 


EXAMINATION 


I. The student may undertake his study on 
full or part-time schedule, in accordance with the 
specified program set up by his Consultative 
Committee. The Council Fellowship Examina- 
tion must be taken within a maximum of three 
years after the student is admitted. 

2. The services of individual members of the 
student's Consultative Committee are continu- 
ously available for academic guidance and con- 
ference during the period of preparation. De- 
tailed information about the content and scope 
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of the fields of study is given to the student in 
these conferences. He is expected to make fre- 
quent reports to the members of his committee 
concerning his progress. 

3. Within one year after admission (eighteen 
months for part-time students) the student must 
take examination in the second required foreign 
language. He can not take his Council Fellow- 
ship Examination before this and other special 
requirements are passed. Не is urged to com- 
plete such assignments as promptly as possible in 
order that these skills may be used in his study 
for the Council Fellowship Examination as well 
as in the scholarship of his research field. 


4. Any change of program or fields of study 
assigned for the Council Fellowship Examination 
must be recommended by the student's com- 
mittee as a whole and submitted to the Council 
for approval. 


5. The student is required to register promptly 
at the beginning of each regular term ; even when 
granted leave of absence he must register and pay 
the University fee. Failure to maintain contin- 
uous registration discontinues his program under 
the Council, and to resume his work he must 
apply for readmission under whatever new con- 
ditions may be set by his committee. 
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6. Although the Summer Sessions are an in- 
tegral part of the University's educational pro- 
gram, doctoral study during the summer is 
restricted to those fields which the student's com- 
mittee approves as adequate in staff and educa- 


tional resources. 


7. The student should apply for his Council 
Fellowship Examination with the approval of his 
committee. It is assumed that the committee 
has information as to his general preparation, 
and recommends only in his interest. The stu- 
dent, however, has the right to apply for examina- 
tion even though the committee may urge post- 
ponement. 


8. A file of questions from previous Council 
Fellowship Examinations is available for inspec- 
tion in the office of the Chairman of the Council. 


9. The student who fails to pass the Council 
Fellowship Examination is usually advised to 
discontinue his work under the Council. In some 
Cases a special reexamination may be ordered by 
the Chairman of the Council upon the recom- 
mendation of the examination committee. 


10. Each year the Chairman of the Council 
meets with all students working towards the 
Council Fellowship Examination to discuss with 
them common problems and objectives, and to 
explain details of procedure.

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RESEARCH, Dissertation, AND FINAL 
EXAMINATION 


I. After the student is informed that he has 
passed the Council Fellowship Examination, he 
applies to a member of the Council for the direc- 
tion of his research project. 


2. The report of the Council Fellowship Ex- 
amination committee and the application for re- 
search direction, approved by a member of the 
Council, are presented to the Council, and the 
student is admitted as a Fellow. 


3. The Fellow then registers for his resident 
research work, pays the second unit of tuition, 
and is formally inducted into membership at the 
next general meeting of the Council. 


4. The Fellow is required to submit to the 
Chairman of the Council the title of his disserta- 
tion, approved by the Master in Research, at least 
one full term before his graduation. 


5. The Fellow is expected to arrange with his 
Master in Research for the presentation of his 
project at a general open meeting of the Council 
before the final writing of the dissertation. 


6. The Fellows’ Reading Room, located in the 
University Library, provides special facilities for 
doctoral students. All Fellows of the Council 
may use this service, and a limited number of 
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students preparing for their Council Fellowship 
Examinations may be accommodated. Assign- 
ments to this room are made by the Chairman 
of the Council. 


7. Detailed information concerning the re- 
quired style and form of the dissertation, the 
summary, and the abstract is obtained from the 
Chairman of the Council. 


8. When the dissertation is completed, three 
copies with the written approval of the Master 
in Research are delivered to the Chairman of the 
Council, and the date of the final examination 
is arranged. At least one month is required after 
the dissertation is received for the appointment 
of the examiners, reading of the dissertation, and 
printing and distribution of the announcement 
of the final examination.
